Luncheon on a Magnificent Scale 
at Union Station. 


THINGS. RICH MEN NOTICE. 


How They Regarded Shaw’s Garden, 
the Parks and the Residence 
Streets of St. Louis. 


The entertainment of the millionaire vis- 
itors from Boston, Chicago and Cincinnati 
by the members of the St. Louis Commercial 
Club is being conducted on a scale of in- 
telligent luxury and with an easy grace as 
creditable to the hosts as they are pleasing 
to the guests. No detail that could add to the 


comfort, convenience and welfare of the 
visitors has been neglected, and all has been 
done without ostentation and with no ap- 
parent effort, and it has been accepted with 
the savoir faire that comes from familiarity 
with social functions conducted on a large 
and liberal plahe. 

The average millionaire in America being 
usually the architect of his own fortune is 
a man of great natural ability, and the same 
adaptability to circumstances, quick compre- 
hension, and fine understanding of human 
nature that made him successful in the busy 
marts of trade make him a charming society 
man when he turns his attention to that line. 
While he was making a fortune he learned 
things and wisdom did not linger when his 
knowledge came. As a c@nsequence, he 
knows how to make the edge of his know!l- 
edge cut either for profit or for pleasure. 

Possibly no party of men: not trained 
botenists or professional horticulturists 
ever visited Shaw's Garden under the condi- 
tions that remarkable institution was vis- 
ited yesterday and found a keener enjoy- 
ment in it.

NEWS OF EXPLORER JACKSON. 


Tidings Brought by the Windward 
From Franz Josef Land. 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—The steamer Wind- 
ward, after leaving Explorer Jackson on 
Franz Josef Land, has returned here bear- 
ing papers which show that Jackson and 
two others started north on March 10, with 
two ponies and two sledges. The tempera- 
ture was sometimes 45 degrees below zero. 
The ponies prove 1 to be imvaluable for 
clambering ove hummocks in the _ ice. 
The country ge! nerally was at a height of 
2,500 feet and was covered with ice sheets, 
which were interrupted along the coast by 
high basaltic cliffs, on which were found 
moss and antarctic flowers. The journey 
revealed many inaccuracies in the charts. 
The land was found on the Austria Sound 
coast line to be very different than is shown 
by the*maps of the Austrian expedition. 
Sea islands were f: und where the mainland 
was supposed to exist. ‘The farthest point 

which was reached was latitude 81 degrees 
20 minutes north, where two boats were left 
for use later in the summer. Three depots 
were also established en route. Many geo- 
logical specimens were taken, which show 
that the formation of the land is mainly 
basaltic. A second tea y! began in April 
and ended In the middle of May. It was.at- 
tended with stormy weather and frequently 
the temperature was 50 degress below zero. 
Progress was difficult on account of the 
deep crevasses and morasses of mud.

a mililon each, yearly, to their owners.

WARNS BRITONS. 


The Monroe Doctrine a National 
Faith in America. 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—Mr. W. T. Stead has 
a long article this afternoon in the West- 
minster Gazette on ‘“‘Monroeism,”’ during 
the course of which he says: 

“Englishmen would do well not to belittle 
the significance of the ebullition of Ameri- 
can sentiment on. the question of the Venez- 


uelan frontier. It must be taken with the 
usual discount and is no doubt due to the 
system by which foreign affairs are digs- 
cussed by bawling journalists rather than 
by suave diplomats. But it is seripus, nev- 
ertheless. Its gravity consists in two facts, 
neither of which have anything to do with 
the merits of the question in dispute. 

‘In the first place, for the first time since 
the civil war the Americans have built a 
navy of which they have some reagon to be 
proud, and which goon@r or later they’ will 
use against somebody. 
it is equally significant that the Amer 
press assures the United States that the 
Monroe doctrine has . been informally 
adopted as a national faith by the Ame 
can people. 

‘Considering the disreputable character 
of the Venezuela Government, it seems ex- 
traordinary that any civilized power should 
contemplate such a crime as trusting a 
peaceable region under the rule or govern- 
ment of Spanish American adventurers, 
whose only claim to the sympathy of the 
United States is that they call their an- 
archy a republic and fiy a flag which does 
not fly outside the Western hemisphere. 

“We do not fear arbitration, but before it 
begins reparation must be made for the 
high-handed violation of the territory gov- 
erned by England.’’

AN ELEVATOR

‘Fatal Accident to Edward Mc- 
Ardle, an Insurance Agent, 


AT THE GOODBAR SHOE CO. 


He Was Alone in the Elevator and Was 
Caught Between the Car and the 
Ceiling of the Sixth Floor. 


Edward McArdle, 30 years of age, solici- 
tor for the Jersey City Life Insurance Co., 
was fatally injured in the elevator shaft 
of the Goodbar Shoe Co.’s building, at 815- 
817 Washington avenue, Thursday morning 
at 10 o’clock. 

McArdle called at the place to insure one 
of the employes, who was at work on the 


seventh floor. He was told to step in the 
freight elevator and get off when it stopped. 
The porter pulled the rope and McArdle 
went up alone. Apparently there was no 
danger to be anticipated, as the elevator 
Stops automatically at the seventh floor. 

A moment later terrible screams came 
from the elevator shaft. The men on the 
seventh floor heard them and looking into 
the shaft saw McArdie’s body pinioned be- 
tween the ceiling of the sixth floor and the 
elevator. An iron pulley 7 inches in diam- 
eter, upon which the gates were suspended, 
crushed through the unfortunate man’s 
back on the left side, breaking four ribs, 
his shoulder bone and penetrating the 
lungs. 

The elevator was lowered. The pulley 
crushed into the man’s body, held him there 
for a half second; then with a crash he 
fell, striking the elevator floor and bounc- 
ing off to the sixth floor. The employes 
were too excited to catch him before he fell. 

The elevator is used for carrying freight 

and has no covering. Neither are the sides 
of the shaft closed and the general supposi. 
tion is that McArdle stuck his head out as 
he was going up and caught below’the sev- 
enth floor. 
_ Dr. Waldo Briggs was called. He pro- 
nounced the injuries fatal, and the man 
was hurried away to the Baptist Hospital, 
at Eighteenth and Carr. One of the last 
things he before being placed under the 
influence of opiates was to keep the acci- 
dent from the press. 

McArdle came here in August,from Ten- 
nessee, and was stopping at the Hotel Van 
Studdiford on Pime street. He is well known 
in insurance circles. He is unmarried.

His Symphony Orchestra Is to Play at 
the Vanderbilt Wedding.
